and agricultural schemes. Faisal 
Al Khaled, director general of the 
fund, said following discussions 
with Prime Minister Zaid Rifai 
that $52.47 million went to Al 
Hussein thermal power station, an 
electricity project in Zarka area, 
and $45.91 million to KingTalal 
dam scheme. He added that the 
fund would provide a $22. 95 mil- 
lion loan to co-finance the dev- 
elopment of Zarka River basin.

KUWAIT (R) — A Kuwaiti Mir- 
age F-1C fighter crashed Wed- 
nesday in the Umm Al Aish area 
near the border with Iraq while on 
a routine mission, the defence 
ministry said, h said the pilot par- 
achuted to safety and was taken to 
hospital with injuries. In a sta- 
tement, the ministry did not give 
the cause of the crash. Kuwait has 
17 Mirage F-lCs and has ordered 
24 others. 

Israel may agree to 
arbitration on Taba 

TEL AVIV (R) — Israel is leaning 
toward accepting Egypt’s demand 
for arbitration to settle their bor- 
der dispute over the tiny Sinai enc- 
lave of Taba providing Cairo ret- 
urns its ambassador to Tel Aviv, 
an official said Wednesday. “We 
have covered more ground in rec- 
ent weeks than we had in three 
previous years,” he said, adding 
that both Israel and Egypt viewed 
improved ties as a key to stepping 
up the Middle East peace process 
with Jordan and the Palestinians. 
He said the cabinet would vote 
within a week or two on whether 
to go to arbitration or conciliation.

AMMAN (Agencies) — U.S. Assistant Sec- 
retary of State Richard Murphy will visit 
Jordan early next month for possible talks 
with a joint Jordanian-Palestinian team on 
Middle East peace, the Jordanian Inf- 
ormation Minister said Wednesday. 


“It had been suggested that the 
first stage of the talks for an exc- 
hange of views between a 
Palestinian- Jordanian delegation 
and the Americans might take 
place here. It is just an expectation 
by both sides (Jordan and the 
US.),” Minister Mohammad Al 
Khatib said. 

Mr. Khatib, speaking to Reu- 
ters, was commenting on an uns- 
ourced report in the Jordanian 
newspaper Sawt Al Shaab; which 
also said the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO) would nom-' 
inate three non-PLO members for 
the talks with Mr. Murphy. 

It said the visit would lead to 
U.S. agreement to talk to the PLO 
and to holding an international 
Middle East peace conference, 
grouping ail parties to the Arab- 
Israeli conflict, as well as to PLO 
acceptance of U.N. Security Cou- 
ncil Resolution 242. 

Jordan and the PLO agreed in 
February to work jointly for Mid- 


dle East peace based on all rel- 
evant U.N. resolutions through a 
U.N.-sponsored international 
conference. 

Egypt, which .signed a peace 
treaty with Israel in 1979. sug- 
gested talks between a 
Jordanian-Palestinian delegation 
and the United States prior to 
formal negotiations with Israel. 

King Hussein reiterated the 
Jordan-PLO stand in talks with 
President Reagan in Washington 
last week. But no change was rep- 
orted in the position of the United 
States, which opposes PLO and 
Soviet involvement in Middle East 
peace talks. 

A PLO official, commenting on 
the Sawt Al Shaab report, said: 
“We have not reached the stage of 
suggesting names. Our position is 
that the PLO must be represented 
in any talks.” 

The PLO, which seeks self- 
determination and an ind- 
ependent Palestinian state, has 


not explicitly recognised Res- 
olution 242, which implicitly ack- 
nowledges Israel's right to exist 
but treats the Palestinian issue as a 
.refugee problem. 

Sawt Al Shaab named eight 
Palestinians from whom it said 
three would be chosen by the PLO 
to talk with Mr. Murphy. 

They were Bethlehem Mayor 
Elias Freij and Edward Said, 
Walid Al IQialidi, Htsham Al Sha- 
rabi and Rashid Al Khalidi, all

Mr. Khatib said Jordanian 
Prime Minister Zaid Al Rifai 
would fly to London Thursday to 
join the talks between British 
Prime Minister Margaret Tha- 
tcher and King Hussein on Friday.

Washington seeks West European 
support for Jordanian peace initiative 


PARIS (R) — The United States 
is seeking West European support 
for a Jordanian-Palestinian peace 
initiative in the hope of opening 
negotiations with Israel before the 
end of this year, a senior dip- 
lomatic source said Wednesday. 

The source, who declined to be 
identified, said the U.S. regarded 
a receat agreement between Jor- 
dan and the Palestine liberation 
Organisation (PLO) to make a 


joint initiative as a positive move. 

“In general... Washington 
backs this initiative and is dis- 
cussing it with its European allies 
with a view to securing their und- 
. erstanding and support,” he said 

“The objective is to start neg- 
otiations by the end of 1985.” he 
added. 

The source said U.S. leaders 
had spelled out ways in which they 
believed the peace process could 


be encouraged during talks with 
King Hussein in Washington last 
week. 

They included persuading the 
PLO to recognise United Nations 
Resolutions 242 and 338, which 
accept Israel's right to exist and 
renounce the use of force. An alt- 
ernative would be to draw up a list 
of Palestinian representatives who

Israel is ‘ not optimistic’ 
over King’s U.S. trip 


TEL AVIV (R) — A senior Israeli 
official said Wednesday United 
States Secretary of State George 
Shultz was.unduly optimistic that 
Jordan and the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO) had 
changed their policy on Middle 
East peace efforts. 

He was referring to a letter Isr- 
aeli leaders received from Mr. 

Shultz last week which spoke of 
the emergence during King Hus- 
sein’s visit to Washington of a sig- 
nificant development in the att- 
itude of Jordan and the PLO tow- 
ard regional peace. 

The official, speaking to rep- 
orters on condition he was not 
named, said Israel was especially 
upset the Jordanian monarch did 
not express an attitude of non- 
belligerence toward Israel.

Gemayel, envoys discuss 
SLA pullout from Jezzine 


BEIRUT (R) — President Amin 
Gemayel asked the big powers 
Wednesday to put pressure on Isr- 
ael to get its militia allies in South 
Lebanon to leave the sensitive 
Jezzine area, political sources 
said. 

Mr, Gemayel summoned env- 
oys from the five permanent 
members of the United Nations 
Security Council to discuss hea- 
ding off sectarian strife as Israel 
winds up a three-year occupation 
of the South. 

The sources said the talks foc- 
ussed on refusal of the Israeli- 
backed “South Lebanon Array” 
(SLA) militia toquit the area aro- 
und Jezzine, a Christian town. 

Opposition militias, which ove- 
rran areas north and east of Sidon 
in April, have wanted that Jezzine 
would be spared fighting only if 


the SLA withdrew and the Leb- 
anese army was deployed in the 
area. 

The sources said Mr. Gemayel 
asked die heads of the U.S-, Sov- 
iet, British, French and Chinese 
missions to put pressure on Israel 
to have the mainly Falangist SLA 
leave the town 22 kilometres east 
of Sidon. 

State-owned - Beirut Radio said 
the Foreign Ministry had also cal- 
led in ambassadors of countries 
with troops in the 5.800-man U.N. 
Force In Lebanon (UNIFIL) to 
discuss “How to deal with the 
South after the Israelis leave.” 

SLA Commander Antoine 
Lahd said last week that Israel 
wanted SLA positions stretching

U.S. administration, Senate clash 
on sale of advanced arms to Jordan 

Khatib says issue is an American local affair 


AMMAN (AP) — Information 
Minister Mohammad Khatib 
Wednesday said Senate proposal 
to restrict advanced arms sales to 
Jordan is “an American local 
issue” and declined to comment 
upon iL 

“We have good relations with, 
the American administration.” 
Mr. Khatib said in a telephone int- 
erview. “We believe they will do 
whatever they can to serve the 
common relations.” 

A bipartisan group of 68 sen- 
ators has proposed a non-binding 
resolution_cal!mg .on .the adm- 
inistration to avoid sales of adv- 
anced military equipment to Jor- ' 
dan until it concludes peace neg- 
otiations with Israel. 

Jordan reportedly has been 
seeking advanced American jet 
fighters and mobile anti-aircraft 
missiles to counter a massive bui- 
ldup by Soviet-supplied Syria. 

In the past Jordan itself has tur- 
ned to Western Europe and the 
Soviet Union for arms help when 
refused by the United States. 

“We are eager to continue our 
friendly relations with the Ame- 
rican people,” be said. 

In Washington the adm- 
inistration of President Ronald 
Reagan has voiced opposition to a 
move by a bipartisan group of 68 
senators to head off sales of adv- 


anced United States military equ- 
ipment to Jordan. 

The lawmakers, headed by 
Republican Senator John Heinz 
and Democratic Senator Edward 
Kennedy, contend there should be 
no such sales until Jordan con- 
cludes peace negotiations with 
Israel. 

White-House Spokesman Larry 
Speakes told reporters that such 
legislation would “prejudge and 
impose new inhibitions on moves 
toward peace.” 

“We recognise that Jordan has 
legitimate security concerns -and- 
requirements and that there is a 
relationship between feeling sec- 
ure at home and conducting an 
active, assertive peace policy,” 
Mr. Speakes said. 

The spokesman said that in his 
discussions last week with Mr. 
Reagan, King Hussein “made it 
clear... that he is committed to 
move this year” towards neg- 
otiations among the parties to the 
conflict. 

“We intend to support that eff- 
ort, and the president told King 
Hussein that he... would be able 
to count on the U.S. for assistance 
in addressing problems which Jor- 
dan may face in those areas," Mr. 
Speakes said. 

Mr. Spdakes did not make clear 
exactly what assistance Mr. Rea- 


gan has in mind. 

But Jordanian officials, citing a 
perceived threat from nearby 
Syria, have been seeking per- 
mission to purchase advanced 
U.S. fighters such as the F-I6 or 
the F-20, improved Hawk anti- 
aircraft missiles and Stinger anti- 
aircraft weapons. 

Meanwhile, the State Dep- 
artment also condemned the res- 
olution. A spokesman. Edward 
Djerejian called it "a serious mis- 
take" and damaging to "the gat- 
hering momentum'' toward peace 
negotiations. 

He said no decision had been 
taken on offering jet planes and 
other weapons to Jordan. How- 
ever. the ^xikesman said, “when 
our friends are prepared to take 
risks" for peace “they should be 
able to count on us." 

On a related subject. Mr. Dje- 
rejian read a statement rea- 
ffirming that the United States 
would Tike to meet with a mixed 
Jordanian-Palestinian delegation 
before peace talks were held. 

Yitzhak Rabin, the Israeli Def- 
ence minister, criticised the move 
on Monday saying there was 
“clear-cut" link between such a 
meeting and peace talks.

Iraqi jets

BAGHDAD (Agencies) — Iraq 
said its warplanes Wednesday 
launched “devastating raids” aga- 
inst the Iranian capital of Tehran 
and the central town of Hamadan, 
and set ablaze a radar station fur- 
ther north inside Iran. 

The Iraqi military spokesman, 
who announced the raids con- 
secutively, threatened that the 
attacks on Iran “will escalate in 
every direction and at all times.” 

He vowed that Iraq will “mai- 
ntain such crippling blows on the 
beads of the enemy rulers until 
they accept total peace” and end 
the 56-month-ola Gulf war thr- 
ough negotiations. 

ft was the eleventh straight day 
for the Iraqi air raids which sha- 
ttered a seven-week lull in the 
so-called war of the cities between 
the two Gulf countries. The raids 
have been directed mainly against 
Tehran despite Iranian reports 
that a network of surface-to-air 
missiles has been deployed around 
the capital. 

The Iraqi spokesman, who was 
not identified in line with Iraqi 
military regulations, first said the 
warplanes carried out two “dev- 
astating raids” against Tehran, 
bringing to 38 the number of att- 
ack claims on the Iranian capital 
since March 14 when the war of 
the dries was at its height. 

The air attacks were carried out 
at 4:40 a.m, and 4:46 ajn. (0040 
and 0046 GMT) and the Iraqi jet 
fighters returned unharmed to

Gandhi, Mubarak hold 
talks on Mideast issues 


CAIRO (R) — Indian Prime Min- 
ister Rajiv Gandhi had talks Wed- 
nesday with President Hosni 
Mubarak of Egypt which dip- 
lomats said would focus on pos- 
sible new moves by non-aligned 
slates to end the Iran-Iraq war. 

They got down to business soon 
after the Indian leader, chairman 
of the 101 -nation Non-Aligned 
Movement, arrived at the start of a 
five-nation tour that will include a 
meeting with President Reagan in 
Washington next week. 

Mr. Gandhi and Mr. Mubarak 
met alone for one hour. Egyptian 
Foreign Minister Esmat Abdul 
Maguid told reporters he und- 
erstood subjects included the Gulf 
war and the Middle East. 

“The visit is expected to have 
positive result for Egypt and the 
region,” he said. 

The two leaders were due to 
have more talks Thursday, aided 
by top officials. 

Leaving New Delhi, Mr. Gan- 
dhi criticised ihe U.S. Strategic 
Defence Initiative (SDI) space 
defence plan, sometimes called 
“Star Ware", saying any esc- 
alation in the arms race worried 
India. 

“Star Wars will add to world 
tension. Star Wars is said to bring 
peace but in reality it will add to 
tension,” he told reporters. 

With his wife Sonia and their 
two teenage children. Mr. Gandhi 
landed here amid tight security 
after Sikh threats to kill him. 

He said in an interview in India 
he was not worried by the threats 
and looked forward to his tour, 
which also includes France. Alg- 
eria and Switzerland. 

Mr. Gandhi, who criticised asp- 
ects ofU.S. foreign policy when he 
was in the Soviet Union last 
month, said he expected his mee- 
ting with Mr. Reagan would cover 
Afghanistan, on which Was- 


hington and New Delhi differ sha- 
rply. 

Egyptian officials hope that 
after a Middle East briefing by Mr. 
Mubarak, Mr. Gandhi will be an 
effective lobbyist in Washington 
for the A rah case in current efforts 
to revive peace talks. 

Diplomatic sources said Egypt 
also hoped Mr. Gandhi's talks 
here would produce new ideas on 
ending the Gulf war. Cairo's Al 
Ahram newspaper said India was 
uniquely placed to mediate. 

India. Egypt and combatants 
Iraq and Iran are al! members of 
the Non-Aligned Movement, one 
of several groupings which have so 
far failed to find a solution to the 
war. 

In a speech delivered at a ban- 
quet Wednesday night, Mr. Gan- 
dhi said India was in dose touch 
with leaders of both Iraq and Iran 
in efforts to try to help end their 
“tragic conflict."

The dream of hav- 
ing Arabs and Jews living together has to 
come true,” King Hussein told reporters 
after delivering a speech at the American 
Enterprise Institute on Friday. His words 
were not said here for the first time but the 
only difference is that this time “Washington 
is listening.” 


Although Washington did not 
rule out taking pan in an int- 
ernational peace conference that 
would lead to eventual direct 
Arab-Israeli negotiations, much 
diplomatic work remains to be 
done, not the least by the United 
States, to put this proposal on a 
firm footing and to match it up 
with other proposals on both the 
Arab and Israeli sides. 

Observers here do not rule out 
eventual U.S. recognition of the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
( PLO) as the representative of the 
Palestinian people after the org- 
anisation. on behalf of which the 
Kins spoke, publicly endorsed 
U.N. resolutions 242 and 338 — 
the main preconditions put by 
Washington. 


The final decision whether to 
talk to the PLO under an “int- 
ernational umbrella'’ or not 
"remains in the hands of the Isr- 
aelis". according to U.S. officials 
who say that Israeli Prime Min- 
ister Shimon Peres may have it in 
him to lead the Jewish state down 
that path. Observers here believe 
that “Israelis who want him 
(Peres) to try tend to keep it to 
themselves so as not to embarrass 
him politically before his time, 
which may be not yet." 

More and more people here are 
coming to realise that the PLO is 
the only political power that spe- 
aks for the Palestinians in their full 
diversity and that it is in the pos- 
ition to deliver the Palestinians to 
a peaceful settlement. 


The U.S. press generally wat- 
ered down State Department spo- 
kesman Edward Djerejian's sta- 
tement Thursday in which he said 
his administration did not rule out 
the possibility of endorsing Soviet 
participation in an international 
conference, instead, they sought 
to emphasise conditions the spo- 
kesman named for Soviet par- 
ticipation. 

The spokesman, however, did 
not make it clear whether a sta- 
tement by the PLO endorsing 242 
which embodied a recognition of- 
Israel’s right to exist was enough. 
Neither did he clearly say that the 
PLO will have to explicitly rec- 
ognise the U.S. conditions as long 
as it endorsed resolutions 242 and 
338. 

This was somehow overlooked 
by the U.S. press which apparently 
sought the easy way out by foc- 
ussing on previous U.S. adm- 
inistration declarations on the 
issue thus ignoring the new dev- 
elopment in the U.S. position. 

Although U.S. administration 
officials still cite the American 
pledge of 1975 not to deal with the 
PLO unless it meets Israeli con- 
ditions., “It is common knowledge 
that gov ernments say publicly less 
than what they are really are ready 
to give as far as concessions to the 
other party.” a Middle East expen 
said recently. The expen contends 


the U.S. “will ultimately talk to 
PLO members under the cover 
what these members are not dec* 
iared." 

Experts also believe that des- 
pite the unlikelihood of any dra- 
matic change in the immediate sit- 
uation. U.S. administration off- 
icials are “determined to maintain 
at least the impression of further 
movement” towards a Middle 
East settlement. 


NEWS ANALYSIS 


In the first comprehensive res- 
ponse to the King's ann- 
ouncement here last week, by an 
Israeli official. Defence Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin Monday den- 
ounced the concept of an int- 
ernational conference that would 
involve the Soviet Union. Mr. 
Rabin said Israel is prepared to 
negotiate peace directly with a 
Jordanian-Palestinian delegation 
but that he was deeply concerned 
that the United States is prepared 
to accept PLO members as pan of 
the delegation and may be wav- 
ering of Soviet participation in 
talks. 

Mr. Rabin contended Soviet 
participation would also bring ten- 
sion. 

A U5. administration official 
said this week that his government 


is “seriously considering” a Jor- 
danian proposal that, to dear obs- 
tacles to direct Arab-Israeli neg- 
otiations. the U.S. should agree to 
sponsor a series of meetings with 
that would prepare the way for 
such talks. The official, who spoke 
to the Jordan Times on condition 
he was not named, said “the mee- 
tings could start very soon”. He 
did not rule out a US. meetiae 
with PLO officials. 

The majority of experts here 
agree that it all boils down to one 
thing: Israelis are now in a sit- 
uation where they have to make 
up their minds whether to take the 
plunge and negotiate a “territorial 
compromise" with the Arabs that 
could lead to an uncertain peace 
or to have a continued deadlock 
that may leave Israel's future 
grim. 

A Washington Post editorial 
published this week said that ele- 
ments stated by King Hussein dur- 
ing his visit here “are of tre- 
mendous potential value to Israel 
and of no smaller value to the Pal- 
estinians.” 

Assessing peace prospects in 
the region and Jordan's role, the 
influential newspaper said: “The. 
promise now visible is merely a 
glow on the far horizon and it 
remains to be made real, but for 
■that prospect the man responsible 
is King Hussein”. 


Kuwait to expel foreigners 
tampering with security 


KUWAIT (Agencies) — Kuwait 
plans to expel foreigners who thr- 
eaten national security or violate 
residence regulations, the new- 
spaper A1 Anba’a said Wed- 
nesday. 

It quoted Deputy Prime Min- 
ister Sheikh Sabah Al Ahmad A1 
Sabah as telling the Kuwaiti Nat- 
ional Assembly (parliament) Tue- 
sday that officials had been ord- 
ered to expel such people reg- 
ardless of their nationalities. 

Files of all foreigners were 
being checked, the independent 
daily said. 

The assembly met to discuss 
security measures after an abo- 
rtive attempt on May 25 on the life 
of the emir. Sheikh Jaber Al 
Ahmad A I Sabah, in which five 
people were killed. 

The newspaper said Sheikh 
Sabah told the assembly troops 
and national guardsmen would in 
future guard sensitive government 
institutions, which until now had 


been inadequately guarded. 

He said that during the session 
Interior Minister Sheikh Nawaf 
A I Sabah delivered a report on 
security conditions in the country. 

No further details were imm- 
ediately available on the del- 
iberations. but informed sources 
said that parliament deputies app- 
eared to be in favour of tighter 
security measures based on tou- 
gher legislations. 

Sources close to parliament said 
that one legislation proposed by 
the government of Crown 
Prince-Prime Minister Sheikh 
Saad Abdullah called for capital 
punishment of whoever is con- 
victed to charges of planting exp- 
losives or of complicity in such a 
crime. 

A top Kuwaiti security official 
said Tuesday the investigation 
into the- assassination attempt on 
Sheikh Jaber was likely to take 
some time. 

Gen. Yousuf Bader Al Kharafi, 


under-secretary at the Interior 
Ministry, told Reuters the aut- 
horities' were still investigating 
and searching for clues. “Ir wifi 
take some time.” he said. 

He said the government was 
expected to tighten security, with 
stricter border and airport checks 
and a visa clampdown. 

Gen. Kharafi said whoever was 
behind last month's attack was 
“better organised" than the peo- 
ple involved in a string of bomb 
blasts that shook Kuwait in Dec- 
ember 1983. 

He said some people — fewer 
than the 20 mentioned in some 
local press reports — were being 
held for further investigation. 

Gen. Kharafi would not com- 
ment on a report in the daily Al 
Anba’a naming the suicide driver 
as Mahdi Ramadan Shah. Kuw- 
ait's information minister. Sheikh, 
Nasser Mohammad Al Ahmad Al 
Jaber Al Sabah, decribed the rep- 
on as speculative. 


Greek stand will decide 
policy, Halefoglu says 


ISTANBUL (AP) — Foreign 
Minister Vahid Halefoglu has said 
that his country's future policy 
toward Greece depends on the 
Greek response to Turkey's pea- 
ceful overtures. 

"We have been offering an olive 
branch to (Greek Premier And- 
reas) Papandreou until now.” Mr. 
Halefoglu told reporters at the 
Yesilkoy airport before his dep- 
arture to Lisbon, Portugal, to att- 
end a NATO foreign" ministers 
meeting. , 

“But if these olive branches are 
refused then we will decide on a 
new policy we have to follow.” 

He spoke two days after Mr. i 
Papandreou woo re-election. 

On Monday. Turkish Premier 
Turgut Oza) also said that if Mr. 
Papandreou does not change his 
position towards Turkey “then we 
- will also treat him differently and 
•we will noti offer him an olive 
: branch, 'jjtfr. Ozal did. not ela- 
-borate. ■ 

Mr. Papandreou has contended 
that Turkey poses a bigger military 


threat to Greece than the Warsaw 
Pact countries. Greece announced 
a new defence doctrine last Dec- 
ember that focuses on the per- 
ceived security threat from the 
East, where Turkey is located. 

Greece and Turkey have long- 
standing disputes over the divided 
Mediterranean island of Cyprus, 
the control of Aegean airspace, 
seabed riches, and limits of ter- 
ritorial waters. 

In the moderate-leftist Istanbul 
daily Cumhuriyer on Tuesday, the 
headline above journalist Hasan 
Cental's editorial read: “Living 
with Andreas.” 

Cental said that if Mr. Pap- 
andreou does not open the way for 
a dialogue with Turkey, “then it 
will get harder to live with And- 
reas.” 

CemaL commenting on Mr. 
Ozai's remarks. Monday, said they 
could signal a possible policy cha- 
nge towards Greece.

U.S. Congress 
clears free 
trade pact 
with Israel 

WASHINGTON (USIA) — In an 
action that could set a precedent 
for trade pacts with other nations, 
the US. Congress has cleared a 
bill to drop all duties and other 
restraints on U.S.-Israel trade 
within the next 10 years. 

The bill would implement the 
first free trade pact that the Uni- 
ted States has signed with another 
nation io end all barriers on trade 
between them. 

The House of Representatives 
approved the accord 422 to O on 
May 7, and the Senate passed it by 
voice vote on May 23. 

Under the pact, Israel would 
immediately drop reirainis on 
more than half of its imports from 
the United States. Remaining bar- 
riers would be phased out by 
1995. 

Thr United States immediately 
would lift barriers on 80 per cent 
of imports from Israel now aff- 
ected by U.S. tariffs, quotas and 
other restraints. The rest would be 
phased out in a complex schedule 
by 1995. 

The Jordan Times adds: The 
Arab World has severely criticised 
the U.S.-Israeli agreement and 
said it would facilitate the flow of 
Israeli-made goods to Arab cou- 
ntries through -the United States.

Syria can strike 
‘deep inside Israel’ 


TEL AVIV (R) — Syria was inc- 
reasing its ability to launch missile 
attacks and massive air strikes aga- 
inst targets deep inside Israel, the 
chief of Israeli military int- 
elligence said Wednesday.

Settlers complain of inadequate 
shield against Galilee attacks 


TEL AVIV (AP) — Israeli set- 
tlements along the Galilee area 
accused the government Wed- 
nesday of failing to prepare the 
area with withstand attacks after 
Israeli troops leave Lebanon. 

Settlement chieftains met in 
emergency session in the border 
settlement of Metulla and called a 
strike of all the councils along the 
border this week. A council chief 
from Kfar Yuvul, Moroe Rubin, 
said Prime Minister Shimon Peres 
and other officials had visited the 
area and promised funds to build 
new bomb shelters or refurbish 
existing ones, but the councils had 


not yet received the money. 

Before Israel invaded Lebanon 
in June 1982 and swept through 
Palestinian bases in South Leb- 
anon. the border settlements were 
the targets of hundreds of missile 
attacks and resistance operations. 

Kfar Yuvul. west of Metulla. 
was the site of an attack by Pal- 
estinian commandos in June 2975. 
in which three Israelis were killed 
and five wounded. 

Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin has said that while the bor- 
der settlements may face renewed 
attacks, the troop withdrawal 
would prevent further loss of life.

Banks or licenced financial ins-* 
ti tuitions are not allowed to buy 
foreign currency from the CBJ for 
the finance of imports or transit 
goods in free trades zones. 

Banks and licenced financial ins- 
titutions should require customers 
to provide the necessary foreign 
currency coverage for the cost of 
free trade zones and transit goods. 


also oover the value of the bills of 
laden in accordance with their due 
times of draft. 

As for goods imported into the 
country, the new amendment spe- 
cifies the following:- 
Foreign currency permits covering' 
the value erf licenced imported 
goods into the Kingdom continue 
to be issued. 

On exported goods the ame- 
ndments sets the following: 

A bank guarantee to the order of 
the CBJ and at a 10 per cent of ihe 
value of the exported goods shall 
be submitted to the CBJ to gua- 
rantee the return of the exported 
goods value in foreign currency in 
the form of an import transfer thr- 
ough a bank or a licenced financial 
institute or by submission of cus- 
toms declarations proving that the 
goods were cleared locally, on 
condition that the guarantees’ 
m aximum time limit does not exc- 
eed nine months. 

The memorandum circulated by 
die CBJ to banks and licenced fin- 
ancial institutions stated that gua- 
rantees submitted under previous 


regulations issued by the bank in 
July 1983 and held by the bank 
will continue to be in force until 
their expiry date. 

Commenting on the new ame- 
ndments, the director general of 
the Free Trade Zones Cor- 
poration, Mr. Vasin Al Kayed, 
said that the new amendments aim 
to facilitate tJbe process of exports 
and imports through the free trade 
zones.

Israel to withdraw from all Arab 
land, he said the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO) was 
the sole representative of the Pal- 
estinian people who could not be 
denied a homeland of their own. 

Mr. Gandhi was greeted at the 
airport by Prime Minister Kamal 
Hassan Ali. He was whisked in a 
heavily-guarded motorcade to the 
Kubbah Republican Palace where 
Mr. Mubarak and his entire cab- 
inet gathered to welcome him. 

Mr. Gandhi is the first Indian 
Prime Minister to visit Egypt in 1 5 
years. Relations cooled in the 
mid-1970s when late President 
Anwar Sadat swung Egypt onto a 
pro- Western course and expelled 
the Soviet ambassador. 

Mr. Gandhi inspected an hon- 
our guard at the palace formed by 
elite blue-uniformed Republican 
Guards. Security men with dogs 
patrolled the gardens.

But Mr. D jercjian said the Uni- 
ted States intended to go ahead, 
after consulting with Israel, “if it is 
clear that ir would contribute to 
the objective of direct neg- 
( . otiations...” 

The Heinz-Kennedy resolution 
would put the Senate on record as 
urging the Reagan administration 
to make no such sales “under pre- 
sent conditions." 

The non-binding resolution also 
urges the administration to assure 
that Israel retains its military edge 
against any combination of Arab 
states and to concentrate on bri- 
nging Jordan into direct peace 
negotiations with Israel. 

“If King Hussein can come for- 
ward, engage in direct neg- 
otiations with Israel and conclude 
^ a peace agreement, then we sho- 
uld examine the need for a long- 
term security relationship with 
Jordan, but not before," Sen. 
Heinz said in a statement 

But Senate majority leader 
Robert J. Dole said Sen. Heinz 
told Republican congressional 
leaders and Mr. Reagan at a mee- 
ting at the White House Tuesday 
he does not plan to press for imm- 
ediate passage of the resolution. 

“Sen. Heinz indicated in the 
3 meeting that they were going to 
introduce it but not press it. My 
dew is that we ought to give (Sec- 


retary of Stale George P. Shultz) 
time to... make his case if there is a 
case to be made.” Sen. Dole said. 

Republican Senator Richard 
Lugar, chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, 
said on Monday that after a recent 
inspection tour in the Middle East, 
including Jordan, he is leaning 
towards economic and military aid 
to permit Jordan to enhance its 
role as a potential key player in the 
Middle East peace process. 

King Hussein has said he wants 
talks wilh Israel in the context of 
an international conference that 
would include die Soviet Union 
along with other members of the 
U.N. Security Council. 

In Portugal Secretary of State 
Geoq»e Shultz on Tuesday den- 
ounced a U.S. congressional effort 
that would limit arms sales to Jor- 
dan until King Hussein negotiates 
directly with Israel. 

“King Hussein has very imp- 
ortant initiatives that are positive, 
that move in the direction of 
peace, that move in the direction 
of direct negotiations, that emplov 
the word ’belligerent’" Mr. Shultz 
said. 

"And to greet those moves by 
the Senate sticking its finger in his 
eye doesn’t seem to me to be a 
particularly good thing for the 
United States to do.” he added. 

The secretary said the adm- 
inistration has “basically finished" 


a “broad study of the strategic sit- 
uation in the Middle East as it 
looks from our viewpoint." 

He said Congress would be bri- 
efed cm the study this week, and 
hinted that the administration 
would propose arms sales to Jor- 
dan. 

“I think KingHussein has taken 
some very positive steps and that. 
I believe, should be a factor for 
people to weigh as they consider 
what help we may be able to give 
to Jordan," he said.

The administration has agreed 
in principle since 1981 to supply 
Jordan with advanced fighter pla- 
nes. anti-aircraft missiles and

In Tel Aviv Israeli Chief- 
of-Staff Lt-Gen. Moshe Levy has 
warned that proposed U.S. arms 
sales to Jordan were a threat to 
Israel’s security, Israeli new- 
spapers reported Wednesday. 

After Gen. Levy reviewed of 
the proposed sale for parliament's 
Foreign Affairs and Defence 
Committee Tuesday, the panel 
voted unanimously to ask the Uni- 
ted States to scrap the deal, acc- 
ording to the reports. 

The vote came on the same day 
President Ronald Reagan’s adm- 
inistration rejected a move by a 
bipartisan group of senators to put 
off the sale until Jordan concludes 
peace talks with Israel. 


Meanwhile Defence Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin said Tuesday Isr- 
ael is ready to negotiate peace 
with a joint Jordanian-PaJestinian 
team but only if no Palestinians 
affiliated with the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation are included. 

“If the Jordanians would like to 
come with a Palestinian- 
Jordanian delegation. I don't see 
any problems as long as the mem- 
bers of the Palestinian pan of the 
delegation will be any declared 
members of the PLO.” Mr. Rabin 
said at a luncheon given by Har- 
vard University’s Centre for Jew- 
ish Studies. 

Reiterating an Israeli stand, Mr. 
Rabin said Israel opposed PLO 
involvement because the org- 
anisation has stated its goals is the 
destruction of Israel. 

Mr. Rabin called talks involving 
Jordan “the only potential for 
peace." 

Claiming Syria's tank force is 
about equal to each of those of 
Britain, France and West Ger- 
many. Mr. Rabin said, “we are 
talking about a tremendous amo- 
unt of modern and sophisticated 
conventional power.*’ 

Mr. Rabin said since becoming 
defence minister, he has sought a 
solution to the “threat of terror” 
and to Israel's military inv- 
olvement in Lebanon. 



FOR AN ENJOYABLE 
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3 years in invasion 


THE third anni versary of the Israeli invasion of Lebanon falls today. 
It is exactly three years since the Likud government of Menachexn 
Begin sent the Israeli army into southern Lebanon to secure what they 
understood or claimed to be peace for their state and countrymen. 
And it is about the same length of time that Israel should have 
discovered for itself bow far from peace it still is. 

Israel may be its best judge on what it has gained from the war in 
Lebanon. Or is it? If indeed there were gains, the Israelis might have 
not at ad called for an inquiry info the war. And if the present 
gove rnmen t ham opposed such an inquiry, It has done so beca u se it 
knows the scale of the tragedy that was ordered, launched and carried 
out by nnadirMn and fanatics. The Peres government no doubt knows 
better about not the success bat tbe miserable failure of “operation 
peace for Galilee'’: 

— It knows that the PLO which Israel tried to destroy is still there — 
alive and fciHdng- The organisation may have been militarily wea- 
kened; bmpolitkaliy it has gained strength. Furthermore, the Israelis 
should know that if they themselves are under the illusion that mOitaiy 
strength gave the PLO its legitimacy and boosted its cause, tbe Arabs 
are not: Tbe Palestinian people existed long before the PLO, and no 
matter bow many times it is uprooted this people and its just cause wiD 
never surrender or go away. 

— Israel knows that the Syrian army which tbe Israelis wanted out of 
Lebanon is still there, and Damascus remains the chief power broker 
in the country. 

— Israel also knows that the present Lebanese government is not that 
which Gen. Sharon wanted to install in Beirut. And it is no doubt 
aware that the balance of power has shifted not in its favour but went 
the other way. 

The desperation and frustration that tbe Israelis hoped to induce in 
Arab ranks in June of 1982 may have struck the Arab mind for a while 
then. Bnt the example of Lebanon has shown us better things. The 
lesson that toe Arab World has learned since is that Israel's superior 
military prowess is but a mirage for those. who really want and are 
deteramied to fight it, and that military strength can never on its own 
protect toe security of a state. 

In its invasion of Lebanon, Israel has paid a heavy price, killing 
thousands of our people and destroying a whole country in the pro- 
cess. What good has this adventure brought toe Zionist state? And of 
what nse was it?. For the sake of peace and humanity, the woridsbotdd 
have another took at it. ■*■■ ’ • ’ 


ARABIC PRESS EDITORIALS 

Al Ra’i: Escalating peace efforts 


IN THE on-going Jordanian efforts to find a just settlement to the 
Middle East conflict. King Hussein will meet in London on Friday 
with British Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher to urge Britain to 
contribute effectively towards peace. He will no doubt explain the 
Jordan- PLO agreement of Feb. 11. and will insist on the int- 
ernational conference as the most feasible way for implementing the 
U.N. Security Council resolutions on the issue. 

Following these talks, the Jordanian-Palestinian delegation will 
start its dialogue with the American administration in the coming 
month. But all these moves are upsetting the Israelis who do not want 
to see a lasting solution to the conflict, and continue to impede all 
efforts for peace. Another obstacle is that the American adm- 
inistration does not see eye to eye with Jordan about certain points, 
and disagreement persists, specially about the idea of an Int- 
ernationa] conference. Therefore, the road is not full of roses and the 
parties concerned have to exert a lot of efforts to overcome the 
obstacles and remove the differences in points of view. 

However, following the current contacts, we hope that the U.S. 
administration will accept the idea of talking directly with the PLO. 
and so move another step forward towards a real settlemenL 


Al Dustour: Dialogue to be carried further 


FOREIGN MINISTER Taher Al Masri made a statement to Arab 
reporters in Washington in which he underlined the basic and firm 
elements in Jordan’s political stand. His statement further emp- 
hasised Jordan’s national commitments which consequently caused 
the U.S. administration to introduce tangible adjustments to its 
traditional stands. 

Mr. Masri referred to the prospects of negotiations for peace but 
stressed that Jordan will not select the members of the delegation but 
'the PLO will have to do that because it is the legitimate rep- 
resentative of the Palestinian people. He said that the subject of 
representing the Palestinians remains the stumbling block and the 
cause of differences between Jordan and the United States. But he 
said Jordan is committed to respecting the right of the PLO to choose 
its representatives and its basic role as a partner in the peace- making 
process. 

Jordan has persisted in its just stand and continued to uphold these 
ideas while the American administration continued to refuse them 
particularly the idea of an international conference. The U.S. has 
now shown flexibility and accepted the idea of a dialogue with the 
Jordanians and Palestinians . This is an achievement that requires 
further Arab backing and more support for the joint Jordan-PLO 
stand. 


Sawt Al Shaab: King’s efforts blossom 


IN THE coming few weeks the Middle East region is expected to 
witness serious diplomatic moves aimed at settling the Arab-Israeli 
conflict U.S. envoy Richard Murphy wall come to Amman to start 
these moves and to meet with a Jordanian-Palestinian delegation. 
This development will open the door wide for the U.S. to accept the 
idea of talking to the PLO. and this was the aim of King Hussein's 
visit to the United States. 

The coming stage will offer the U.S. and the PLO an opportunity to 
re-consider their positions with regard to the U.N. Security Council 
Resolutions 242 and 338 and will pave the way for U.S. recognition

The step-by-step Camp David scheme

SAN FRANCISCO - Ame- 
rica's “Camp David" policies 
are not doing well in the Mid- 
dle East. The clearest sign of 
that has been the visit of Col. 
Mu’amar Qadhafi to the 
Sudan. Why should an event in 
the Sudan be connected to a 
peace process that was only 
supposed to involve Israel ana 
the surrounding Arab states? 
The reason has to do with the 
long-term aspects of American 
foreign policy. 

When former U.S.- 
President Carter began the 
Camp David peace process, he 
and U.S. foreign policy makers 
believed that step by step some 
sort of accords would be wor- 
ked out between Israel and first 


Egypt, then Jordan, then, pos- 
sibly. Syria, and finally the Pal- 


sibly. Syria, and finally the Pal- 
estinians. That obviously was a 


long-term ahn. But at the same 
time, the advisers who fol- 
lowed a more pro-Israeli line 
saw a new possibility opening 
up. With the peace treaty bet- 
ween Egypt and Israel, the pos- 
sibility would open up for a lin- 
kage between Israel. Egypt, 
and the Sudan. 

The linkage made economic 
sense: Israel had the tec- 
hnology. Egypt had the skilled 
and unskilled resources, and 
Sudan had great potential for 
agriculture and oil. Together, it 
was felt, a bloc of nations 
would arise on this Asian - 
African interface that could 
outbalance the harder-line 
Mideastem countries like Syria 
and Iraq. The Camp David 
peace process began before the 
Shah was overthrown. And 
relations between Anwar 


Sadat and the Shah were close. 

The geopolitical hope of the 
pro-Israeli group was that ins- 
tead of Israel being encircled, 
the Arabs of western Asia 
would end up encircled! 

That wild dream was cracked 
when Sadat was killed and tbe 
Shah was overthrown. It was 
totally smashed when Jaafar 
Numeiri was overthrown and 
General Abdnl Rahman Swa- 
reddahab came to power in 
Khartoum. 

Sudan was considered by tbe 
U.S. as one of the most imp- 
ortant countries in Africa. 
There was a lot of oil in the 
south which Standard Oil of 


California (Chevron) began to 
lift out. The so-called "Sudd" 


lift out. The so-called "Sudd" 
of southern Sudan was con- 
sidered the potential “bread 
basket’’ of Africa. Sudan has a 


large number of educated and 
professional people, more per 
' capita ■ than in most African 
countries. Though divided 
along racial and religious lines, 
Arabic is the common lan- 
guage-, of most people, inc- 
luding 'the Christian and ani- 
mist south. The so-called “Jaz- 
ira” project (the island bet- 
ween the White and Blue Nile 
in the region of Khartoum ) was 
one ofthe biggest international 
development project in the 
world. 

And through Numeiri, who 
was vehemently anti- 
communist, the u£. had a 
secure ally. 

But all those hopes and dre- 
ams which foreigners bad for 
toe Sudan collapsed. Neither 
the oil nor toe agricultural pro- 
jects went very far. Famine

Returned Papandreou softening towards West?

ATHENS — Greek Socialist 
Prime Minister Andreas Pap- 
andreou, beginning a second term 
in office Tuesday, may soften his 
anti- Western siance but is exp- 
ected to maintain a hard line aga- 
inst Turkey, according to dip- 
lomats. 

Mr. Papandreou, whose Pan- 
heltenic Socialist Movement 
(PASOK) won a comfortable 
majority in yesterday's general 
elections, has recently toned down 


his vigorous attacks against the 
United States but continued to 
denounce what he sees as Turkish 
territorial ambitions. 

Greece and Turkey, both 
NATO members, are al odds over 
territorial and air space rights in 
toe Aegean as well as the occ- 
upation of northern Cyprus by 
Turkish troops since 1974. 

Mr. Papandreou, who sees Tur- 
key as Greece's main external thr- 
eat, drew tumultuous applause at 
an election rally by excluding dia- 
logue with Ankara until it rec- 
ognised Greek rights in the Aeg- 


ean and withdrew its troops from 
Cyprus. 

'Paradoxically, some Turkish 
officials said they were pleased by 
Mr. Papandreou’s victory as, they 
said, his anti-NATO rhetoric put 
Ankara at an advantage when the 
two countries competed for inf- 
luence in the Western alliance. 

Mr. Papandreou. 66. came to 
power as the country's first Soc- 
ialist prime minster in 1981 on a 
pledge to expel U.S. military bases 
from Greece but has since neg- 
otiated a contract allowing them 
to stay until 1988. 


He fought the election on an 
anti-Western platform, stressing 
Greek independence in foreign 
policy and striking a patriotic 
chord among greeks, who saw him 
standing up for Greece's national 
interests and asserting its views 
abroad. 


His main opponent, con- 
servative Constantine Mi iso raids, 
advocated a more pro- Western 
approach.

MONROVIA — - Liberia's eco- 
nomic woes are immediately app- 
arent in this bustling capital of half 
a million, set on a series of lush 
hills overlooking the Atlantic and 
built by freed black American sla- 
ves in toe early 19th century. 

Most dwellings are tin-roofed, 
most streets are pot-holed, houses 
and apartment blocks are run- 
down, lifts and telephones rarely 
work and toe city has daily power 
cuts. 

Monrovia, which still has a 
strong American flavour, is one of 
Africa's oldest cities, but it looks 
its age. 

“It is a sad irony for a country 
into which the. United States has 
poured millions erf dollars to make 
it a showcase of free enterprise in 
this part of Africa," commented 
one Liberian politician. 

Political uncertainty, falling pri- 
ces for traditional exports, a chr- 
onic balance of payment deficits 
and high-level corruption have 
played havoc with the Liberian 
economy. 

Dipkunatic and banking sou- 
rces do not expect toe situation, to 
. improve significantly until af ier; ..

ctkMrc scheduled for October and 
November that should return Afr- 
ica's oldest republic to civilian 
rule. 

Although spared by drought 
and famine affecting other West 
African nations, fertOe Liberia — 
with a population of only two mil- 
lion — is by far toe biggest rec- 
ipient of U.S. aid on the continent. 

Soon after Samuel Doe and a 
group of enlisted soldiers ove- 
rthrew toe A meri co-Liberian oli- 
garchy which had ruled from 1 847 
to 1980, the U.S. started injecting 
money into the country. 

Washington's largesse was 
aimed at ending a flirtation with 
Libya by the country’s youthful 
military leaders and persuading 
them to hold free elections, dip- 
lomatic sources say. 

The scheme was successful. But 
countless plots and purges, a rec- 
ent assassination attempt on Doe 
and doubts over toe fairness of toe 
election process "have prompted 
potential investors to adopt a 
“wait and see” attitude. 

Meanwhile, although U.S. aid 
has shot up to a planned $93 mil- 
lion next year from only 1 0 million 


at toe time of the coup, the eco- 
nomy has deteriorated sharply. 

One of Doe’s early and con- 
troversial measures was to double 

civil service and military wages. 
Banking sources say toe wage bill 
accounted for SO per cent of the 
247 -mil lion -dollar recurrent exp- 
enditure for 1983 •'84. 

“This means that U.S. aid has 
gone essentially to budgetary sup- 
port, food aid and military ass- 
istance, with virtually nothing left 
for development.” one opposition 
politician remarked bitterly. 

Because Liberia uses the US. 
dollar as its currency, budget def- 
icits are a major factor in causing 
foreign exchange shortages, ban- 
king sources say. 

With the deficits becoming chr- 
onic and income from exports like 
iron ore and rubber steadily dec- 
lining, the official domestic and 
external debt had risen to more 
than one billion dollars by March 
1984, they say. 

To ease pressure on its res- 
ources. Liberia has had to res- 
chedule its official debts three 
times. The International Mon- 
etary Fund (IMF) has provided 
short-term loans in a series of 
standrby arrangements. - 
. Liberia has been badly hit by a 
sltynp’in.tbe demand fqc iron ore.* 
It is one of the world's largest pro- 
ducers and iron ore accounts for 
two-thirds of its export earnings. 

The VS. Firestone Company, 
Liberia's largest private employer, 
had to trim its workforce long ago 
because of falling demand for 
rubber, which accounts for an ave- 
rage 15 per cent of export rev. 
enues. 


Doc has ordered government 
officials and businessmen owing 
state corporations an estimated 
$220 million to pay up or go to 
jail. 

The banking sources say much 
of the money recovered would 
help pay salaries owed civil ser- 
vants. 

A major reason for Monrovia's 
state of neglect is that the many 
wealthy Liberians who fled the 
country after the coup own scores 
of buildings in toe city centre. 

Some have come home tot- 
lowing Doe’s pledge that a civilian 
government will take over in Jan- 
uary 1986. But diplomats expect 
most of toe former elite to remain 
abroad until toe elections are over 
and political stability returns.

ECONOMIC STRATEGIES sad* . problems, 
problems of security, national int- Hie Independent Commision 

crests .and . regional politics are 
topics often discussed in the 
media. But how often do policy 
makers or even general readers 
remember that the ul timate win- 
ners or losers in these grand sch- 
emes are human beings — ord- 
inary men, women and children? 

Their problems are colossal. Hun- 
dreds of millions around the world 
are suffering from the effects of 
war, poverty and hunger. Illiteracy 
and uprootedness. Although they 
should be the ultimate ben- 
eficiaries of modern progress, they 
have seen very little come then- 
way; in most parts of the world, 
their rights and aspirations, by and 
large, remain peripheral issues. 

They have advocates, of course, 
in governmental, philanthropic 
and voluntary humani tarian age- 
ncies. Bat despite many noble eff- 
orts, the problem remains und- 
faninisfaed. We still do not have a 
universally accepted code of con- 
duct to deal with humanitarian 


on International Humanitarian 
Issues grew out of this sad rec- 
gmtion. Set up in Geneva in 1 983, 
following a Jordanian proposal in 
1981 to the United Nations Gen- 
eral Assembly concerning the 
need to promote a “new int- 
ernational humanitarian order”, 
and with a life span of three years, 
it will hold its fourth plenary mee- 
ting this weekend in Tokyo. It is 
important that the . Japanese 
people, with their traditional gen- 
erosity toward the less for tuna te, 
be aware of oar work. 

The commission brings together 
26 leading world figures, with dif- 
ferent educational and pro- 
fessional backgrounds, and com- 
ing from as many different cou- 
ntries. We are bound together by 
oar common concern for the wel- 
fare of human beings in the exe- 
rcise of their fundamental human 
rights. We hope the interaction of 
such a diverse group will yield res- 
ults that transcend the differences 


imposed by national boundaries 
or by cultural, social and political 
values. 

The commission’s purpose is to 
bring to h umani tarian proble ms 
the same top-level expertise, scr- 
utiny and detison-making ability 
that have been applied tra- 
ditionally to the formulation of 
international policies, economic, 
security and other. Its greatest 
advantage lies in its complete ind- 
ependence. Onr funding comes 
from private as well as gov- 
ernment sources. We operate out- 
side the framework of the United 
Nations or any other international 
or national body, and members . 
participate in the deliberations of 
the co mmiss ion in their personal 
capacity and not as rep- 
resentatives of any government or 
organisation to which they may 
belong. Our power lies only in our 
collective expertise and influence, 
in our belief in the importance of 
tire work that lies ahead and in the 
support that the general public 
ana policy-makers may give us. 

There is a dire need to create a 
comprehensive humanitarian 
framework to cover more ade- 
quately the existing gaps in int- 
ernational law and practice, and 
deal with issues which have not yet 
been addressed sufficiently . This 
may be a challenging and possibly 
frustrating task, but it needs to be 
undertaken; we hope the Com- 
mission’s work may prompt the 
establishment of such an Int- 
ernationa] framework to rise to 
the challenge of meeting the mas- 
sive hu mani tarian problems which 


are arising with increasing fre- 
' quency in all continents. 

Duimg its. limited life span, the 
commission proposes to examine 
specific aspects of the following 
three general subjects: 

(a) Humanitarian norms in 
armed conflicts 

(b) Natural and man-made dis- 
asters and 

(c) Vulnerable groups, such as 
refugees: indigenous people; 
disappeared persons; die sta- 
teless; children; etc. 

It is not our intention to dup- 
licate the work being done by nat- 
ional or international bodies, but 
rattier to address certain aspects of 
existing problems in order to inc- 
rease public awareness of them 
and to suggest practical solutions. 
Take, for example, armed con- 
flicts: more people have been kil- 
led m undeclared wars and int- 
ernal conflicts since 1945 than in 
the two world wars put together. 
The number of innocent civilian 
victims during these armed con- 
flicts has been fifteen times gre- 
ater than during World War I. The 
question therefore arises whether 
existing humanitarian law and 
practice suffice to reverse this 
unfortunate trend, and if not, bow 
they can be made more effective. 

As for natural and man-made 
disasters, statistics show that their 
numbef is steadily increasing aro- 
und the world ana that despite the 
technological means now ava- 
ilable, the number of victims con- 
tinues to grow. How can donors 
and recipients of aid contain this 
tragic drift whose worst man- 


ifestation is seen in the situation 
now prevailing in some twenty 
countries of Africa where the lives 
of millions of our fellow human 
beings are threatened by famine. 

This week, a report based on the 
deliberations of our commission is 
being published in Japan. 

As regards vulnerable groups, 
the problem of refugees and dis- 
placed persons is well known to 
tiie Japanese public. But bow 
much is known about the millions 
of human beings wbo suffer bec- 
ause they are classified as “ind- 
igenous populations” or because 
they are stateless, often through 
no fault of their own, or because 
they live in countries where rep- 
ression is rampant? Are we doing 
enough to protea the rights of the 
young wbo will inherit this planet? 
what about the uncontrolled mig- 
ration of people from rural to 
urban areas, creating innumerable 
problems — including “street chi- 
ldren” , abandoned or uncared for, 
of whom there are more than eig- 
hty million already in major cities 
of the world? It is questions like 
these that the commission hopes 
to address in a practical and rea- 
listic manner in order to det- 
ermine possible courses of action 
to alleviate the ever-increasing 
human suffering. 

Cynics may shrug their sho- 
ulders and say: Here is yet another 
commission; there will be yet ano- 
ther report; while defeatists will 
always find it easier to criticise 
than to put forward constructive 
suggestions. We believe such att- 
itudes are the real impediments to 


true progress of the kind that enh- 
ances the dignity and worth of 
human beings. 

To ensure human survival and 
the progress that makes such sur- 
vival worthwhile, it is imperative 
that each generation ask itself: 
Are we doing everything we can to 
guarantee that the fete of future 
generations will be better than our 
own? With deteriorating eco- 
logical conditions, growing num- 
bers of natural and man-made dis- 
asters and armed conflicts — 
above all, with the nuclear threat 
. of total .annihilation — a question 
like this assumes particular urg- 
ency. 

Before the end of the century, if 
present trends continue, the maj- 
ority of the world population wul 
be made up of young people. It is 
with them and for them that we 
should work. It is their support, 
understanding and ability which 
will be the decisive factors gov- 
erning the future of this planet. 

For the first time, our com- 
mission will be meeting in a cou- 
ntry which has the grim distinction 
of being the only direct victim of a 
nuclear disaster. Japan is also a 
country with a unique record of 
progress in recent decades. Its 
people have known how to blend 
modernisation with tenacious pre- 
servation of cultural values. The 
choice of Tokyo as our meeting 
Is a tribute by the com- 
mission to an extraordinary nation 
whose determined efforts to move 
forward should be emulated by all 
developing countries.

‘Error and Betrayal’ reflects a foreign policy in shambles 


Error and Betrayal in Lebanon

INTO THE last ten years the 
United States has crammed 
what surely must be a record 
number of -foreign policy fai- 
lures. Be ginnin g with SOUth- 
East Asia, and con tinuing via 
Iran and the Middle East to 
Latin America, the decade has 
produced a long catalogue of 
mistakes and humiliations with. 
aUppst t inoUung:. rr except the... 
. “heroic” invasion of Grenada 
— which Washington could 
claim as. a success. 

Yet President Reagan's blu- 
nders in Lebanon are imp- 
ressive even by American sta- 
ndards. As George BaD dem- 
onstrates in this powerful and 
well -argued book, the adm- 
inistration has taken the wrong 
decision at almost every opp- 
ortunity. And the reason for 
this is simple: “Since (it) lacked 
any coherent Middle East pol- 
icy of its own, it supported*, 
without critical sensitivity, the 
policies, decisions and actions 
of the Israeli government, app- 
arently unaware of the fact mat 
Israel’s objectives in Lebanon 
diverged sharply from Ame- 
rica’s." 

Mr. Ball charts the dis- 
creditable history of America’s 
collaboration with Israel dur- 
ing its Lebanese aggression: 
from Mr. Haig’s collusion in 
tiie invasion itself to the refusal 
to condemn the bombardment 
of West Beirut, the refusal 
even to rebake the Israelis for 
spraying Lebanese cities with 
cluster bombs although this 
was doae in plain con- 
travention of the agreement 
between the two countries. It is 
a history of cowardice and ign- 


orance more than of active mal- 
ice, the history of a foolish gra- 
ndparent constantly excusing 
die excesses of a spoilt and vio- 
lent child. The U.S. accepted 
all the Israel's demands even . 
when they were opposed to the 
Americans own ideas. Was- 
hington wanted a U.N. force to 
patrol Beirut in August 1982, 
but Israel vetoed the proposal. 

It demanded and obtained a 
multi-national -force , with an 
, American xxra tingent. As one 
. opseryer notcd^“pclver before .1 
in modem history had tiie agg- 
ressor been permitted to dic- 
tate the form and composition 
of the peace-keeping farce its 
aggression had made nec- 
essary.” 

From acquiescence in Isr- 
ael's activities, the U.S. moved 
to active intervention in Leb- 
anon. Without understanding 
the complexities of the civil 
war, without even reco gnising 
the importance of the Syrian 
role in Lebanese affairs, Mr. 
Shultz arranged an agreement 
between Israel and Lebanon. 
The agreement was sub- 
sequently destroyed by Syria, 
and President Reagan reacted 
by sending in the Marines to 
defend the West’s “vital int- 
erests” in Lebanon — that is, to 
prop up tiie weak and unr- 
epresentative government As 
Mr. Ball points out tiie adm- 
inistration “had fallen victim to 
the same mistake America bad 
made in Vietnam — tiie belief 
that with resolute will and vast 
resources, America could mix 
in the internal affairs of a small 
country with exotic customs 
and values and effectively imp- 
ose a papier mache regime on 
all waning factious”. 

The one piece of praise 


which Mr. Bafihas for the Rea- 
gan administration over Leb- 
anon was its refusal, after the 
bombing of the Marines' base, 
to follow the “two eyes- 
for-a- tooth practice that Israel 
has regularly pursued. 

American policy in Lebanon 
would be -incomprehensible 
without an understanding of 
the relationship between tiie 
U.S. and Israel, a subject which 
Mr. BaD tackles in .the second 
half of his work and which he 
promises to explain af greater 
length in his next book” The 
Passionate Attachment” Acc- 
ording to die author; the. cri- 
tical moment in 'fee history of • 
’ this relatitinship was 1967, 
when the U.S. abandoned Pre- 
sident Eisenhower* s-policy feat 
“aggressors should not be all- 
owed to keep fee lands they 
conquer by. force or impose 
conditions on the restoration of 
those lands.” Since then, rel- 
ations between the two cou- 
ntries have been wholly one- 
sided: .“When Israel ahd the 
United States hold opposing 
views - fee outcome is pre- 
ordained", and therefore fee 
U.S. entinues to spend its tax- 
payers’’ “money to provide 
weapons and economic aid that 
Israel uses to pursue militaiy 
expeditions and occupation 
practices that frustrate onr pol- 
icies and damage our int- 
erests." 

The American president’s 
attitude to Israel was perhaps 
best illustrated by his reaction 
to Begin’ s rejection of the 
Reagan plan. Instead of cri- 
ticising the Israelis, or even try- 
ing to prevent them from exp- 
anding their settlement pro- 
gramme. he rewarded them by 
increasing fee ’ quantity of 
American aid. It is this type of 
weakness which Mr. Ball is 
most critical of. As be rightly 
remarks, “if there is to be 



peace in the Middle East — 
which seems increasingly unl- 
ikely — it will be only because 
America begins to use its lev- 
erage wife Israel while it still 
has some residue of influence 
wife fee other side." 

From time to time during 
this devastating analysis, Mr. 
Ball reminds us of President 
Eisenhower’s attitude towards 
Israel's expansionists in fee 


1950s, and wonders how dif- 
ferently fee old general would 
have reacted to fee invasion of 
Lebanoo. While reading this 
book, I couldn’t help won- 
dering whether fee whole Mid- 
dle East nightmare might not 
have been solved if Jimmy Car- 
ter had had the sense to make 
George Ball his secretary of 
state — Middle East Int- 
ernational, London.

In ADC Times 

GEORGE BALL proved to be 
prophetic in his early opp- 
osition to fee Vietnam war. and 
he continues to be prescient in 
his new book, “Error and Bet- 
rayal in Lebanon." It is a well- 
researched and revealing exa- 
mination of how Israel got 
•mired in Lebanon and Ame- 
rica’s involvement in that sorry 
story. Were it not for fee gha- 
stly bloodshed and duplicity 
involved, fee book would be, at 
tunes, quite funny. The author 
makes biting observations _on 
fee characters and then- dev- 
ious actions, which brought 
about one of fee greatest blu- 
nders in Israel's history. 

As a former undersecretary 
of state, Mr. Ball brings an ins- 
ider’s view of U.S. diplomacy 
at work in this misadventure. 
His conclusion is succinct: 
"This episode provides a case 
study of how not to conduct 
foreign policy." Ball joins the 
ranks of those who find former 
Secretary of State Alexander 
Haig’s behaviour before and 
during fee invasion a confused 
jumble of contradictions. 

Mr. Haig admits in bis mem- 
oirs that he made no serious 
effort beyond cautionary notes 
to head off fee Israelis from 
invading their Arab neighbour 
to fee north. Then, after Israel 
invaded, he stopped an effort 
to condemn Israel in fee U.N. 
Security Council and blocked 
fee sending of a harsh note 
from President Reagan. 

After Mr. Haig came George 
P. Shultz. For whatever reason 
— lack of diplomatic exp- 
erience or insensitivity to the 
complexities of the region — 
Mr. Shultz blindly committed 
bis personal prestige and feat 
of fee U.S. to the May 17, 1 983 


-.withdrawal agreement. 

This pact, concluded while 
Israel occupied about half ol 
Lebanon wife armed force, 
gave the Jewish state what it 
had been after all along — a de 
facto peace treaty wife Leb- 
anon and effective control of 
South Lebanon. In addition, 
Mr. Shultz loudly proclaimed 
feat when Israeli troops wit- 
hdrew, Syrian troops would 
too. Somehow he forgot to 
consult fee Syrians. Unb- 
elievably, fee new secretary of 
state assumed fee Syrians 
would do America's and Isr- 
ael's bidding. 

In Mr. BalPs view, Israel is 
not a fit strategic ally for fee 
United States because it has 
repeatedly broken agreements 
and worked at cross-purposes 
with fee U.S. For instance, in 
1954 Israel sent spies to burn 
U.S. facilities in Egypt in order 
to ny to alienate Washington 
from Cairo. Two years' later 
Israel secretly colluded wife 
France and Britain to launch a 
war against Egypt. In 1981 Isr r 
ael annexed the Golan Heights 
and bombed Iraq's nuclear res- 
earch facility with U.S.- 
supplied aircraft. And most 
recently, Israel invaded Leb- 
anon in 1 982 and showered fee 
country wife deadly U.S.-made 
cluster bomb units, which it 
had specifically vowed not to 
use except in self-defence. 

“Error arid Betrayal in Leb- 
anon" is a powerful and dis- 
turbing book, h documents fee 
unhealthy relationship bet- 
ween the United States and 
Israel which is, as Mr. Ball wri- 
tes, “an upside-down rel- 
ationship unique in history" 
that threatens fee best interests 
of both countries — American- 
Arab Anti-Discrimination 
Committee Times.

dries and wounding four civilians. 


Iraqi aircraft also violated the 
airspace of Abadan, a southern 
Iranian oD refining centre, but 
were chased away by Iranian 
anti-aircraft defence units, the 
agency added. . . 

An- Iraqi cabinet minister said 
Baghdad would intensify its raids 
until Iran agreed, to negotiate a 
settlement to fee 57-mouth -old 
Gulf war. • 

The latest wave pf air, missile 
and artillery bombardments both 
sides of fee border started 10 days 
ago after Iraq accused Iran of inv- 
olvement in an attempt to kill the 
ruler of Kuwait Iran has denied 
fee charge. 

IRNA said Iran’s latest missile 
attack on Baghdad lolled 86 peo- 
ple and wounded 132 in fee com- 
mercial Seuak area.

Both had been very much on 
their toes during the pre-race par- 
ade, but Sbadeed showed only 
briefly halfway through.

AMMAN — With the beginning 
of the summer season and after an 
absence of six months, the gen- 
uine. Arabian horses will be back 
on the raring track at the Royal 
Horse Racing Gub in Tuneib, 17 
kilometres south of Amman, as of 
Friday. 

The opening of this year's rac- 
ing season will feature in addition 
to horse and camel races, equ- 
estrian and horsemanship races, 
jumping and horse riding as well 
as amateur's raring. 

Mr. Yousef Mnsharbash, dir- 
ector of the Royal Horse Raring 
Gub explained, in an interview 
with the Jordan Tunes, the new 
arrangements planned for the rac- 
ing season this year. 

The dab, be said, has arranged 
new entrances for the visitors as 
well as new car parks. 

Moreover, he added, the raring 
dub has provided a family wing 
separate from the public wing and 
prodded more services for spe- 
ctators including a cafeteria with 
different kinds of food and bev- 
erages. 

The Royal Horse Raring Gub is 
a private venture founded in 19S7. 


by the late Sharif Nasser Ibn 
Jamil, His Majesty King Hussein's- - 
unde, and the former Array ; 
Command er-in-Qikf Held Mar- 
shal Habes A1 Majali, with the 
objectives of improving horse 
breeding, to promote the sport of 
horse riding in Jordan and to pre- 
serve thorough bred Arabian hor- 
ses. 

The Royal Racing Gub was first 
established in Zarqa within the 
confines of the military camp bec- 
ause of land availability, ft was 
moved later to Marka for easier 
access. In 1984, the dub was 
moved to its new location in Tun- 
eib on the main road to Queen 
Alia International Airport. The 
Marita location was sold to a Jor- 
danian businessmen for JD one 
million. 

Mr. Musharbash explained, that 
the club plans to start a horse rid- 
ing school in the near future and is 
encouraging amateurs in Jordan 
to stan horse raring through spe- 


cial races organised for this pur- 
pose. 

In addition to the number of 
jockeys that are working at the 
dub, Mr. Mnsharbash explained 
that die dub has recruited, this 
year, five jockeys from the Phi- 
lippines to participate in tile horse 
racing that will take place every 
Friday at Tuneib. 

The new dub premises in Tun- 
eib which replaced the old loc- 
ation near Malta airport, is set up 
<n an area of 300 dunums of land 
which comprises an amphitheatre 
capable of seating 600 people, and 
stablesi 20 large storage areas and 
three car parks.

The race trade is 1,270 metres 
in length with a shorter training 
trade inside. The stables have 
room for 320 horses and consists 
of 16 units of 20 boxes each with a 
service room attached to each box 
to provide storage and to acc- 
ommodate the groans.

Thirteen banks 
lend Sharjah 
$154 million 

ABU DHABI (R) — Thirteen 
international banks have signed a 
$154 million syndicated loan for 
Sharjah designed to stimulate the 
emirate's economy. 

Lead manager Wanfley Middle 
East Limited said in a press rel- 
ease issued Wednesday in Dubai 
the syndication was in two Ha- 
ndles of $100 million and 200 mil- 
lion dirhams ($54 million) with a 
term of five years. 

Interest was set as one per cent 
over the London Inter Bank Off- 
ered Rate (LIBOR) for the dollar 

tranche and 12 per cent annually 
for the dirham tranche. The dir- 
ham rate is subject to adjustment 
later, the statement said. 

Bankers said the loan would be 
used to settle outstanding gov- 
ernment debts including overdue 
contractors' bills. 

Sharajah overbuilt its economy 
in the seventies on the promise of 
oil wealth from the offshore Mub- 
arak field which later proved dis- 
appointing. Many contractors 
were left unpaid. 

But the recent discovery of the 
Sajaa field, now producing 60,000 
barrels a day of condensate, has 
injected new vitality into the emi- 
rate. 

The loan is the fourth for Sha- 
rjah in the past year and one of die 
largest ever in the United Arab 
Emirates. 

Bankers said a sign of Sharjah's 
credit worthiness and growing 
wealth was its recent payment of 
$19.5 million toward a 1978 loan 
by Paris-based Banque Arabe et 
Internationale d'Investissement 
(BAH). Previously, Abu Dhabi 
had been making the repayments. 

Underwriting banks for die 
most recent Sharjah loan were 
Hong Kong and Shanghai Ban- 
king Corporation. British Bank of 
the Middle East (BBME), Banque 
De Paris et Des Pays-Bas (Par- 
ibas). Lloyds Bank International 
and Wardley. 


Arab agriculture 
firm to offer 
$50m shares 

BAHRAIN (R) — A pan-Arab 
company founded to invest in 
Arab agricultural products said 
Wednesday it would offer $50 mil- 
lion worth of shares to the public 
for two months beginning this 
Saturday. 

Facilities have been made for 
the simultaneous issue of the 
Bahrain-based Arab Agriculture 
Investment Company’s shares in 
22 Arab countries, it said in a sta- 
tement. Jassira Fakhro Est- 
ablishment and Saba Acc- 
ountancy in Bahrain will handle 
the share offer jointly. 

The new shares represent 50 
per cent of the current issued cap- 
ital. The balance was subscribed 
by the company's founders last 
year. 

Twenty per cent of the shares' 
value will be payable on sub- 
scription and the balance within 
four years, the statement said. 

The company, with an aut- 
horised capital of SI billion, is 
considering investment in projects 
in 13 Arab countries ranging from 
flower and honey production to 
poultry and dairy projects.

Riyadh warns OPEC’s rule breakers 


JEDDAH (R) — Saudi Arabia has warned other oil 
producers it may boost oil output soon if they fail to 
abide by OPEC rules, Nigerian Oil Minister Tam 
David-West said in an interview published Wed- 
nesday. 


“If other OPEC countries are 
not respecting the rules on pricing 
and production, Saudi Arabia will 
also decide to produce its own 
quota and let die market forces 
decide the price.” he told the 
English-language Saudi Gazette 

newspaper. 

Dr. David- West in Saudi Ara- 
bia to attend an OPEC (Org- 
anisation of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries) ministerial council 
meeting which ended on Monday, 
said Saudi Arabia. OPECs big- 
gest oil producer, had made dear 
it would no longer be taken for 
granted. 

“Saudi Arabia has done a great 
deal to stabilise the market. They 
could easily produce five million 
barrels per day and their limit is 1 0 
million, he said. 

Industry sources said Saudi 
output of about 2.8 million barrels 
per day (b/d), its lowest in over 1 5 
years, is largely why OPEC output 
is still within its self-imposed 16 
million b/d ceiling. Its national 
OPEC quota is 4.35 million b/d. 

The ministerial council, chaired 
by Saudi Oil Minister Ahmad 


Z aki Yamani, decided to advance 
a full OPEC conference from June 
30 to July 22 in the face of severe 
oil market weakness and wid : 
espread breaches of OPEC quotas 
and pricing rules. 

“They (the Saudis) have done a 
lot to narrow differences within 
OPEC but all of us, including my 
country, have to cooperate. We 
have to cooperate to defend the 
market, but if other members are. 
not going to rise to the occasion, 
Yamani will be first to move into 
the market.” 

Dr. David-West discounted 
possible negative effects of the 
Saudi message. “Sometimes we 
need shock treatment to be wiser.

The 
newspaper said Dr. David-West 
would not elaborate further on the 
plans. 


BNOC cuts oil price 

Meanwhile, ■ Britain’s state- 
owned oil corporation Wednesday 
cut $1.25 a barrel off the price it 
pays to producers of a key North 
Seablend. But despite weak prices 
on the free market, traders say 
other non-OPEC producers are 
hesitant to make a move. 

The recent steady fall in free or 
“spot” prices, along with news of a 
new round of sales by leading 
OPEC member Iran, have inc- 
reased already heavy pressure on 
the Soviet Union, Mexico, and 
Egypt to grant substantial price 
cuts to contract customers. 

Britain, a leading producer out- 
side OPEC announced that the 
British National Oil Corporation 
(BNOC) would cut the price it 
pays to suppliers for Brent blead 
by $1.25 a barrel. 

BNOCs new price of $26.65 
for Brent reflects steadily falling 
rates on the European spot mar- 
ker, where buyers were offering 
$26.20 for a barrel of the same 
blend delivered next month. 

The traders said BNOCs move 
had little real significance because 
it has been doomed to closure by 
the British government 

Some other producers might 
await the final conclusions from 
the OPEC committee meetings in- 
Taif, Saudi A rabia, this week, they 
added. 

In addition, some might pos- 
tpone decisions until after 


OPECs forthcoming full meeting 
in the hope that OPEC could Cum 
the market round by reimposing 
discipline in output and pricing, 
they said. 

The market was surprised that 
Mexico had not cut prices despite 
lost sales of at least 150.000 b/d 
. during May when customers app- 
lied pressure for price cuts, esp- 
ecially on the heavy Maya blend. 

The state oil company Pemex 
officially charges $25.50 a barrel 
for this blend, but European ref- 
iners said i.t was worth only about 
, $20 to $21, Values in the main 
United States market were pro- 
bably a little better at around 
$23.50. 

” The traders said there were 
some signs that Pemex was trying 
to maintain formal adherence to 
officially priced contract sales 
while breaking with tradition by 
offering customers extra cargoes 
of oil linked to spot rates. 

Mexico's heavy oils have suf- 
fered considerably from the dep- 
ressed market in mel oil since the 
British coalminers’ strike ended in 
March, a factor alluded to by She- 
ikh Yamani last week in a call for 
cheaper heavy crudes. 

The traders said OPEC now 
faced the task of reassessing the 
gap between heavy crude ana the 
more expensive light grades, hav- 
ing narrowed the differential only 
in January. 

“They (OPEC) were moving in 


the right direction then because 
the industry had learned to get 
better value out of traditionally 
cheaper heavy crudes, but they 
moved too late and now the tide 
has turned against them again,” 
one trader said. 

Soviet and Egyptian high sul- 
phur grades had also suffered 
from the weak market for fuel oil. 

Traders said Egypt had so far 
avoided sharp official price cuts by 
insisting that the major oil com- 
panies which share its oil pro- 
duction boost their liftings and 
carry the losses. 

A price cut of 75 cents across 
the board for the various Egyptian 
grades, introduced for May and 
then backdated to cover April as a 
token of goodwill to loyal lifters, 
left the benchmark Gulf of Suez 
blend at 526.75 a barrel, a full $2' 
above its spot market value. 

A Soviet proposal to cut May 
■contract prices by $1 to $27 del- 
ivered in Europe was roundly rej- 
ected by contract customers. Tra- 
ders said that since mid-May the 
Soviet marketing agency Soy- 1 
uznafta has sold individual spot 
cargoes on a piecemeal basis aro- 
und an effective base on $26. 

Although June cargoes have 
traded around that level, cus- 
tomers said there has been no agr- 
eement to peg contract prices at 
$26 because the Russians were 
reluctant to enshrine such a low 
price in their contracts. 


Campaign aims to curb exports 
of pesticides to Third World 


NAIROBI ( R) — Env- 
ironmentalist groups launched a 
campaign Wednesday for curbs on 
the use of pesticides they say are 
poisoning people, espedaily in 
developing countries. The cam- 
paign aims largely at stopping the 
export to Third World countries of 
pesticides that were banned or res- 
tricted in the developed world, 
where they were made. 

The organisers. Pesticide Act- 
ion Network (PAN), said in a sta- 
tement “At least 750.000 people 
are poisoned yearly by pesticides, 
about 14,000 of them fatally, acc- 
ording to the British charity 
Oxfam." 

“Half of all poisonings and 
three-quarters of all fatalities are 
believed to occur in Third World . 
coumries. aJt&Stigfrtfcey' account ' 
for only one sixth of world pes- 
ticide use.’’ the statement added. 


PAN. a private pressure group, 
has drawn up a list of 12 pes- 
ticides, which it calls the “dirty 
dozen” to coincide with World 
Environment Day Wednesday. It 
says these are banned in the dev- 
eloped world or used only under 
the strictest safeguards. 

The list includes DDT. which is 
restricted in the European Com- 
munity, the United States and 
Canada but widely used in Africa 
to control mosquitoes. 

Campaign officials said they did 
not oppose the use of pesticides 
but wanted them used more wisely 
in conjunction with research into 
alternatives.

Turkey, Qatar discuss gas pipeline 


DOHA (R) — Turkish and Uatari 
officials are having talks on the 
possibility of building a pipeline 
across Saudi Arabia to carry Oat- 
ari natural gas to Turkey, a senior 
Turkish official said Wednesday. 

Mr. Volkan Vural, director- 
general of economic affairs at the 
Turkish foreign ministry, told 
Reuters the talks were aimed at 
agreeing on the desirability of the 
project and on each side's part in 
it. 

He said the two sides would 
meer again in Turkey in October 


before making separate feasibility 
studies. 

He gave no details of the exact 
route for the proposed pipeline, 
but the English-language Gulf 
Times newspaper said it would 
also cross Kuwait, Iraq and Syria. 

In a recent interview published 
here Turkish Prime Minister Tur- 
gut Ozal said he bad discussed the 
project during visits to the United 
States and Saudi Arabia. 

Mr. Vural said the pipeline 
would have to cross Saudi ter- 
ritoiy so Saudi agreement was ess- 


ential. Turkey was also likely to 
ask the U.S. to help finance the 
project if it went ahead, he added. 

Mr. Vural is heading a six-man 
delegation which arrived in Doha 
Tuesday and was expected to 
leave for home Thursday after 
more talks on the project.

He said he knew of instances 
where pesticides were stored side 
by side with food in village shops.

TOKYO (R) — World trading 
patterns could come under severe 
strain unless major efforts are 
made to reduce Japan's rising sur- 
plus and the mounting U.S. def- 
icit, a European Community off- 
icial said Wednesday. 

Mr. Leslie Fielding, the Com- 
munity commission's external aff- 
airs director general, painted a 
gloomy picture of the int- 
ernational outlook after three 
days of talks with Japanese off- 
icials. 

“We estimate that in 1986 
Japan will have a balance of pay- 
ments surplus of-S50 billion, the 
United States a defidtof $157 bil- 
lion,” he told a news conference. 

“Opinion in certain quarters of 
the United States is becoming very 

protectionist,'.', he. said- . ?£'■ 

- Japan would be the nraiflit§tfget 
of UJS, anger, .but if trade^aea- 
sures were taken against Tokyo 
“we in the European Community 
are certain to suffer adverse con- 
sequences and it is difficult to pre- 
dict what would happen,” he said. 

"We are convinced of the urg- 
ent necessity for change... the 
trade imbalance between Japan 
and the United States, if not con- 
tained,. win enfeeble and endanger 


the GATT (General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade) structure...” 
he said. 

The United States had an ove- 
rall trade defidt of SI 23 billion in 
calendar 1984, while its record 
$34 billion defidt with Japan ang- 
ered many American politicians. 

On ties between the Com- 
munity and Japan, Mr. Fielding 
described the trading relationship 
as "very worrying”. 

The Japanese trade surplus had 
levelled off last year at around $ 1 1 
billion, but while the Community 
was able to sell Japan raw mat- 
erials and semi-finished goods, it 
. was less successful with more sop- 
histicated products, he said. 

“In areas where we are gen- 
uinely competitive such as medical 
equipment, pharmaceuticals.^gr- 
• i cultural chemicals; th^ ptobtelms 
of the past remain and are bec- 
oming more acute," he said. 

Progress in removing barriers to 
European exports through a trade 
expansion committee set up at 
Japan’s suggestion was very slow 
and did not augur well for the- 
three-year action programme of 
market opening measures Tokyo 
is due to announce in July, Mr. 
Fielding said.

Judge rules against open 
trial of Gandhi murder 


NEW DELHI (R) — Die judge 
hearing the Indira Gandhi murder 
trial Wednesday dismissed a pet- 
ition by one of the three accused 
men that it should be held in an 
open court.

Lisbon coalition faces crisis 
after Social Democrats quit 


LISBON (AP) — Portugal's Soc- 
ial Democrat Party has broken off 
its coalition accord with Prime 
Minister Mario Soares' Socialists 
charging its partners with foot- 
dragging on economic reforms 
and bad faith in efforts to work out 
differences. 

“Our party does not believe the 
Socialists want to take steps ind- 
ispensable for this country's pro- 
gress,” Social Democrat leader 
Anibal Cavaco Silva told rep- 
oners after meeting with Soares 
and Portuguese President Ant- 
onio Ramalho Eanes. 

But Mr. Cavaco Silv3 said his 
party would not pull its seven min- 
isters from the cabinet until June 
1 3 , a day after the lame-duck gov- 
ernment is scheduled to sign Por- 
tugal’s accession treaty with the 
European Community. 

The move, announced exactly 
two years after the country's two 


largest parties agreed to form a 
government, marked the end of 
Portugal's 15th government since 
the armed forces toppled a half 
century of right-wing dictatorship 
in 1974. 

In accordance with Portuguese 
law, resolution of the crisis is in the 
hands of Mr. Eanes. who can dis- 
solve parliament and call early 
elections, order the defunct cab- 
inet to stay on in a care-taker cap- 
acity or appoint an interim gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Soares did not comment 
after the meeting with Mr. Cavaco 
Silva, but Socialist Party spo- 
kesman Pedro Coello said the Soc- 
ial Democrat pullout “has been 
expected.” 

The Socialists' top policy- 
making body, the political com- 
mission, was to meet Wednesday 
night to discuss the party’s res- 
ponse.

Walkers plead innocent 
to charges of espionage 


BALTIMORE, Maryland (AP) 
— A retired U.S. navy officer 
and his seaman son pleaded inn- 
ocent on Tuesday to charges of 
spying for the Soviet Union in a 
case which now involves def- 
endants on both the Atlantic and 
Pacific coasts. 

John Walker JR.. 47, who left 
the navy in 1976, and his son, 
Michael Walker, 22. a seaman on 
the aircraft carrier USS Nimitz. 
entered a U.S. district courtroom 
together to enter pleas before 
Judge Alexander Harvey II. 

Attorneys met with the judge 
privately to begin discussion on 
rules for access to classified navy 
documents during the case. The 
judge set a pre-trial conference on 
preliminary motions for July 3. 

On Monday, a California man 
was arrested in the widening esp- 
ionage case that has already led to 
the arrest of three Walker family 
members, all from the Norfolk. 
Virginia, area. 

Jerry Alfred Whitworth. 45, of 
Davis, California, was ordered 
hdd without bail after he sur- 
rendered on charges of conspiracy 
to deliver top-secret national def- 
ence information to the Soviets. 

Whitworth, a retired navy rad- 
ioman. was the first person cha- 
rged in the alleged operation who 
is not related to the elder Walker. 
Walker’s brother, Arthur, 50, has 
also been arrested. 

Court documents filed in the 
California arrest say that a fifth 
person, r epre sented by die code 
name “F*, was involved in spying 
which the affidavit said had “been 
ongoing since at least 1965.” 

John Walker's attorney, Fred 
Warren Bennett, strongly denied 


published reports that his client 
has cooperated with the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation (FBI). 
John Walker was the first person 
aiTested after he allegedly left a 
bag of secret navy documents — 
some from the Nimitz — in rural 
Maryland outside Washington on 
May 18. 

“There is no cooperation bet- 
ween Mr. Walker (and the gov- 
ernment) at this time and there 
hasn’t been since his arrest." Ben- 
nett said. 

Bennett filed a motion on Mon- 
day accusing Bill Baker, assistant 
director of the FBI. of violating a 
local court rule prohibiting the 
dissemination of information not 
on the public record that could 
prejudice a case.

ISLAMABAD (AP) — Soviet 
commandos and paratroopers are 
attacking guerrillas in Afg- 
hanistan's Kiinar Valley in a mil- 
itary buildup for a major border 
offensive according to Western 
diplomatic sources.

Elton John sues former manager 

LONDON (AP) ■— Rock star Elton John, 38, has gone to court 
demanding that his former manager give him (he profits and rights 
— valued by bis lawyer at £200 million ($280 million) — to all the 
songs he produced between 1967 and 1975. In a trial of John's suit 
against his former manager, Dick James, and against Dick James 
Music Limited, the rock star is asking the high court to set aside 
agreements under which John signed away to James the rights to 
369 songs, including die hits “Rocket Man.” “Crocodile Rock,” 
“Daniel,” “Goodbye Yellow Brick Road” and “Candle in the 
Wind.” The ringer’s lawyer, Mark Uttman, told the court that 
John and bis songwriter friend Beraie Taupin signed the agr- 
eements in 1967 after being caught making demonstration tapes 
in James' recording studio where they were employed . The lawyer 
claimed James took unfair advantage of the two men because of 
their youth and inexperience. John was 20 and Taupin 1 7 at the 
time. “But while they were waiting in reception quaking in their 
shoes, a studio sound engineer told Dick James that he was 
impressed with what he had heard and that James ought to sign 
them up,” Littmau said. James gave them £100 (then $2S0) 
between them as an advance on royalties, and the two were so 
elated that they did not read the agreement and would have signed 
anything, the lawyer said. 

Mercedes diesel car runs on potato fat 

COLOGNE. West Germany (R) — West German Ernst Banik 
has cut foe cost of motoring by runnin g his diesel saloon car on old 
potato chip fat. Die Welt newspaper reported Wednesday. The 
Cologne restaurant owner clocks up 30,000 kilometres a year on 
5.000 litres of vegetable oil drained from his chip frier, foe paper 
said. Banik, 48, converted the Mercedes' diesel engine himself 
and had foe changes approved by transport officials, it said.
